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There  were  13A-  deaths  in  1969  compared  with  108  in  1968. 

In  1969,  17  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to  cancer  in  its  varioiis  forms, 
as  against  15  deaths  the  year  before.  This  works  out  that  approximately 

one  death  in  evciy  eight  has  been  due  to  cancer. 

In  1969.  62  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
di-scases  in  its  various  forms,  including  cerebro-vascular  accidents  (strokes). 

The  CO spending  figixre  for  1963  was  60,  Diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  diseases,  especially  coronary  disease  of  the  heart,  hiave  increased 
in  importance  as  a cause  of  death.  Throughout  the  country  as  a whole  in 
1940,  there  \?ere  22,841  cases,  whereas  in  1996  the  number  had  risen  to  74>7‘^-0. 

Coronary  dl.sease  is  commoner  in  the  more  highly  developed  communities  , 
in  heavy  smokers,  and  in  the  obese.  There  is  some  ertridence  to  suggest  that 
dietary  habits,  e,g,  high  animal  fat  diets,  are  associeitcd  v/ith  degenerative 
heart  diseases.  Over  46^  of  the  deaths  recorded,  in  our  area  this  year  fall 
imder  the  hoading  of  vascular  and  heart  diseases.

To-e  Lfcicashire  Co’Jinty  Council,  as  the  Health' Authority,- mainteins  a 
comprohensiye  rar^e  of  Health  and d7elf are  Services,  and  School  MedJ.cal  and 
Iiental  Sc.-n-iccs,  There  is  a pro\’-ic:ion  for  Child  Guidance. 

General  Hospital  Ser\'-ices  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  in 
El.ac.kburn,  Accringlon,  Preston,  and  B’ornley,  There  is  also  access,  where 
rcnul.red,  to  Manchester,  Liveiy)Ool,  and  other  hospitals. 

Provision  is  made  for  Maternity  Cases  at  Bramley  Mea.de,  'i/Vhalley,  Queerls 
Park  Hospital,  Blackbixm,  and  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  Should  it  be  more 
convenient,  rura-1  district  Mothers  can  attend  the  Child  V/elfare  Clinic  and  the 
Relaxation  Clinic  for  Expectant  Mothers,  both  held  -v/cekly  at  Clitheroe, 

All  these  Clirncs  were  transferred  to  Eastham  Hoiase,  8,  Eshton  Terrace, 
Clitheroe  in  1955»  Chatbiirn  and  district  po-tients  are  catered  for  at 
Chatbui’n  Libra.ry  on  the  1st,  and  3rd.  Thursday  each  month;  //halley  and 
district  at  the  Methodist  School,  »dialley  on  Moneny  afternoons;  Chipping 
and  district  at  the  Village  HaJ.1  on  the  2nf.,  Thursday,  and  Hurst  Green  on  the 
4fch,  Thursday  of  each  month,  with  effect  frem  April  1968, 

There  is  an  /inte-Natal  Clinic  at  Bramley  Meade  Maternity  Home,  Whalley, 
which  is  conducted  by  a Consxalting  Obstetrician  from  the  JD.ackbum  Group  of 
Hospitals,  and  is  held  twice  a month.  There  is  also  an  imte-Natal  Clj.nic 

at  Share e Green  Hospital, 

There  are  hospital  facilities  available  for  infectious  disease  cases  at 
Blajckburn  and  Preston, 

The  Ambulance  Ser'/ices  are  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

The  Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Blackburn  and  East 
Lancashire  Royal  Infirmary,  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at 
Preston. 

These  laboratory  .facilities  are  also  used  by  the  General  Practitioners 
of  the  area.  The  doctors  of  the  district  appreciate  the  fact  that  the 
authorities  of  the  Blackburn,  Accrington,  and  Burnley  Hospitals  have  granted 
them  open  and  direct  access  to  the  X-ray  department  of  their  hospitals. 

There  is  a Pathological  Clinic  at  Cliiiheroe  Hospital  as  a sub-laboratory 
to  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary,  This  is  conducted  by  Dr.  Hefferman  and  his 
colleague  Pathologists  at  the  Blackburn  Group  of  Hospitals,  Bacteriological, 
Pathological,  Chemacal,  and  Blood  examinations  are  undertaken,  and  local 
doctors  are  at  l.iberty  to  refer  Rxiral  District  pa.tients  there  for  any  necessary 
tests,  thus  saving  reference  to  more  distant  hospital  centres.  The 

extensive  service  now  provided  is  ratich  appreciated.  The  pathologist 

attends  every  vifednesday  morning  at  9 a.m.,  and  if  the  patients  are  unfit  to 
attend  the  laboratory  then  the  pathologist  visits  them  aj?  their  own  home  on 
request  from  their  doctor. 
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Physiotherapy  Centre,  Clitheroc, 

This  centre  was  opened  in  March  1 954,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Clithcroe  Nursing  Association  with  considerahle  support  fron  the 
'Irru^toes  of  the  Vdiallcy  and.  District  Nursing  /»ssociation  and  the  Rohhlesdale 
District  Nursing  Association,  The  Council  makes  an  annual  financi?J. 

contrihution  to  the  centre. 

It  is  a'^railable  to  einy  patients  in  the  rural  district  req>.airing  troatnient. 

It  is  TiOt  a part  of  the  National  Health  Service,  and  so  a small  f^harge 
has  to  he  made  for  treatment.  The  centre  is  in  the  charge  of  a trair.'&d 
Physiotherapist  and  Assistant,  and  provides  for  the  usual  treatments  - ma.ssa.ge 
remedial  exercises,  diotherny,  inf.oa-red,  and  sun-ray  etc.  Cases  are 

referred  "by  their  oym  doctor,  and  a|5ai-n  it  is  helpful  that  patients  need  not 
travel  to  di.st-ant  hospi.tal  centres  for  treatment,  and  that  doctors  can  provi.de 
continuity  cf  treatment,  and  they  appreciate  the  open  access  to  a centre 
prer/iding  this  kind  of  treatment. 

The  extension  of  the  Physiotherap.y  Services  by  the  opening  of  a department 
at  the  Cld-theroe  Hospital  is  proving  a great  help  in  getting  old  people  mobile 
who  might  otherv/ise  very  easily  become  bedfast, 

A domi.ciloTy  plysiotherapy  service  would,  be  of  benefit  for  bedi*ast  and 
housebound  patients  in  this  scattered  ar'ea,  but  shortage  of  staff  and  money 
appea.rs  to  exclude  such  a development  at  present. 

The  Old  People’s  Club  in  Lowergate,  Clitheroo,  which  a few  old  people  in 
the  eastern  portion  of  the  district  miake  use  of,  was  opened  in  1954,  end  was 
e.xtend.ed.  dLuririg  19^0, 

^Vlia.lley  andi  District  Old  People's  vTelfare  Committee  maintain  a Club  Room 
W'i.ch  is  open  daily,  and  also  hold  a weekly  Luncheon  Club  for  Old  People  at 
the  Olci.  Gr£'mimicr  School, 

The  local  R.A.V.S.  operate  a meals  on  v/hcols  service  to  selected  cases  in 
\firhall(y  and  Wisv/ell,  and  these  are  subsidisedi  by  the  Council  at  the  ra.te  of 
l/6d.  per  head.  1,426  meals  were  servedt  to  recipients  during  1969,

The  total  cases  notified  shov/  a decrease  of  34  on  the  previous  year, 

IXiring  1969  tv70  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified,  and  four  further  cases 
were  ascertained  in  a small  outbreak  caiosed  by  Salmonella  Newport,  Three  of 
the  cases  arose  in  a food  shop  which  voluntarily  closed  until  ^11  these  cases 
were  free  of  infection.  Three  clear  days  passed  before  v/e  were  aware  of  this 
infection,  and  consequently  samples  of  the  suspected  food  were  unobtainable, 

105  faecal  sait^jles  v/ere  siibinitted  by  the  Department  for  examination  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory, 

One  separate  isolated  case  of  Salmonella  vmdetennined  origin 

was  also  notified. 
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One  case  of  Leptosprrosis  was  reported  durin^j;  the  year;  the  patient  making 
a satisfactory  recoveiy.  A rat  from  the  environs  of  the  dwelling  concerned, 
and  one  fixDm  liis  place  qT  employment,  a farm  in  an  adjoining  area,  were 
submitted  for  examination,  with  negative  results.  Both  premises  were  treated 
for  rat  infestation. 

For  the  twentyfirst  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been 
reported.  This  is  entirely  due  to  the  success  of  immunisation,  and  there  is 
a danger  that  this  success  may  lead  parents  to  neglect  having  their  children 
immunised.  There  have  been  cases  of  diphtheria  reported  in  other  areas  of 
the  countiy,  and  unless  children  continue  to  be  immunised,  diphtheria,  v.'hich  is 
a killing  disease,  will  once  again  become  prevalent.  There  is  no  roan  for 
complacency. 

Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  now  available  to  all  people  up  to  the 
age  of  hO,  As  the  more  severe  paralysis  seems  to  occur  in  the  older  people, 
it  is  most  desirable  that  the  older  age  groups  should  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportxaiity  of  immunisation  as  v/ell  as  the  children.

Sampling. 

Nineteen  samples  of  drinking  v/ater  were  obtained  from  Private  supplies, 
and  were  subntitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Thirteen  of  these 

were  reported  as  being  satisfactory,  the  other  six  being  unsatisfactory. 

Further  samples  of  these  supplies  are  being  taken  periodically.  Users 
are  advised  on  precautionary  measures.

SEWERAGE,  DBAlNAGE,  /JO  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

As  a consequence  of  the  A, 59  bypass  nov/  in  progress,  it  was  necessary  to 
divert  sewers  in  Chatbum,  Pendleton,  tYhalley,  and  »/iswell, 

Worston  remains  the  only  village  in  the  district  without  a mains  sewerage 
system.  A scheme  was  considered  during  1966,  but  v^ras  rejected  owing  to  the 
high  cost  involved.  However,  only  tv/o  houses  in  the  village  remain  on  the 
conservancy  system,  and  arrangements  are  in  hand  to  secure  conversion  and 
discharge  to  septic  tanks.  During  works  in  progress  on  the  A,  59  Bypass, 

a 6"  sewer  pipe  has  been  laid  under  the  road  for  connection  at  some  time  in 
the  future. 

At  the  end  of  1 969  there  remained  only  one  pail  closet  within  economic 
distance  of  the  sewer.  This  is  in  Pendleton,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
be  converted  during  1970, 

The  Coimcil  aw£ird  a grant  of  £1 5 towards  the  cost  of  converting  pail 
closets,  but  the  amended  provisions  of  the  Hotising  Act  1969  preceding 
legislation  have  largely  superseded  this,  and  the  CotJncil  have  in  every  case 
awarded  a 50^°  grant  tov/ards  the  provision  of  a septic  tank.

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WhaJLley  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

For  some  considerable  time  these  works  have  been  dealing  with  sewage  flows 
well  in  excess  of  design  capacity.  This  has  been  further  aggravated  by  the 
diversion  to  Whalley  of  all  foul  sewage  from  vasY/ell  Village,  necessitated  by 
the  construction  of  the  A. 59  bypass.  Our  consultant  engineer  is  currently 
preparing  a scheme  for  enlarging  th^  works,  for  submission  to  the  Council  in 
early  1970. 

Barrow  Sev/age  Disposal  Works, 

Diversion  of  all  sewage  from  l/Tiswell  to  Jhalley  during  1969  has  considerably 
reduced  the  intake  at  these  works.  Consideration  is  now  being  given  to  the 
feasibility  of  transferring  all  sewage  from  the  Barrow  area  to  l/ifhalley,  £ind 
thereby  dispensing  with  those  works, 

Hurst  Green  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 

The  high  fat  content  of  the  sewage  continues  to  give  difficulties  in  the 
filters  and  sludge  beds. 

Chipping  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 

Effluent  from  a local  cheese  dairy  has  continued  to  cause  difficulties  in 
obtaining  a satisfactory  final  effluent.  The  consultant  engineer  is  preparing 
a scheme  to  allow  for  this  and  other  factors,  for  submission  to  the  Council  in 
early  1970, 

Chatburn  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 

Some  protective  works  to  prevent  flood  erosion  are  to  be  carried  out  in 
early  1970. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Five  Public  Conveniences  are  now  provided  by  the  Council,  and  are  situated 
at  Chatbirm,  Chipping,  Downham,  Hurst  Green,  and  Whalley, 

The  one  at  Hurst  Green  is  of  stone  construction,  and  is  supplied  with  wash- 
hand  basin  and  towels.  Penny  slot  locks  have  been  removed  from  all  the 
conveniences  except  Hurst  Green. 

The  main  five  villages  in  the  area  are  nov/  provided  with  public  conveniences. 
Those  at  Hurst  Green  and  ¥/halley  have  wash-hand  basins  for  both  sexes,  and  at 
Chipping  in  ladies  only, 

Wanton  damage  has  taken  place  in  all  the  conveniences,  and  is  much  to  be 
regretted. 

52  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 

RXVEKS  yiTD  STRFAIIS . 

The  River  Calder  is  still  somewhat  polluted  by  industrial  waste  effluents 
before  it  entersE  the  Council's  District,  though  improvements  are  taking  place 
and  fish  can  now  be  seen  in  the  rdver  at  V/halley,  In  fact,  the  Council  let 
the  fishing  rights  to  a local  angling  club  during  1969,  so  far  as  I am  aware, 
for  the  first  time  in  the  Council's  history. 

At  Chipping  and  Pendleton  there  is  a certain  amoxont  of  material  dumped  in 
the  stream  by  careless  householders,  and  despite  the  positioning  of  notices,  this 
continues.  Slight  pollution  still  occxirs  at  'Worston  and  Pendleton  from  sink 
and  bath  v/astes.

Routine  inspections  are  made,  and  special  inspections  as  occasions  require,

CMPINC  SITES,  TENTS,  YMS  AM)  SHEDS. 

Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  19^0,  six  site 
licences  are  in  force,  all  for  individual  caravans.  In  addition  to  the 
caravans  there  are  quite  a number  of  hutments  in  the  area  which  are  not  licensed. 
These  huts  have,  in  most  cases,  been  in  the  area  for  twenty  years  or  more. 

The  district  is  well  ■used  by  week-end  campers,  but  no  complaints  were 
received  regarding  ary  damage  or  n'uisance  caused.

A certain  amount  of  lati'tude  has  been  exercised  in  respect  of  a small  number

APJOCP^IERIC  POLLUTION, 

There  are  eight  factory  chimneys  in  the  district.  No  complaint  of  black 
or  hea'vy  smoke  wqs  received  during  the  year,  and  none  was  observed. 

Following  the  installation  of  bag  filter  dust  arrestors  to  the  tar  coating 
section  of  a local  stone  crushing  works,  all  sections  of  the  works  are  now 
eq^aipped  -with  siaitable  arrestor  plants.  Nevertheless,  the  deposit  of  dust 
in  Chatbum  area  still  gives  ca'use  for  concern, 

A significant  amount  of  the  pollution  arises  from  outside  the  district 
boundaries,  and  several  representations  have  been  made  to  the  adjoining  Local 
Authori'ty  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  premises  concerned  are  operating. 

Appended  in  the  following  table  are  the  monthly  readings  of  the  dust  gaviges 
sited  at  Chatbum  and  Downham,  From  this  it  VidLll  be  noted  that  the  average 

monthly  readings  for  1969  are  the  highest  since  recording  began  in  1962,

B,  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  Coxincil  operate  two  20  c.yd,  compressor  refuse  vehicles,  and  one 
10  c.yd,  side  loader,  and  all  villages  throughout  the  area  enjoy  a weekly 
collection  of  refuse,  although  a few  outlying  farms  in  the  Chipping  and 
Bowland  areas  remain  on  a fortnightly  collection. 

As  the  refuse  tip  at  VThalley  was  virtually  at  the  end  of  its  capacity, 
the  opport\inity  was  taken  to  level  off  and  soil  the  entire  tip  area  with 
surplus  spoil  from  the  Bypass  Works,  This  work  was  carried  out  by  the 

road  contractors  in  return  for  use  of  the  tip,  wliich  is  now  closed. 

Refuse  tips  are  still  in  use  at  Chatbiirn,  Hurst  Green,  and  Thomley, 
but  further  tipping  facilities  are  urgently  required,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  a planning  applic^i-tion  for  use  of  land  at  Barrow  was  under  consideration. 

One  tractor,  with  hydratilic  bucket,  assists  in  tip  maintenance, 

A Bonus  Scheme  for  refuse  collection,  involving  reduction  of  staff  by 
two  men  and  dispensing  with  the  side  loading  vehicle,  has  been  approved  by 
the  Council,  and  will  commence  in  January  1970. 

LITTER. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  ensiire  adequate  display  of  publicity  material, 
and  additional  litter  baskets  have  been  sited  where  appropriate.  Outlying 
country  areas  are  becoming  increasingly  siisceptible  to  the  dianping  of 
xinwanted  household  consumer  durables,  and  especially  motor  cars.  The 

Council  remove  all  'unwanted  household  furniture  free  of  charge  on  request, 
and  it  is  suspected  that  most  of  the  dumped  material  is  brought  from  the 
surrounding  urban  areas.  We  are  reluctantly  allowing  motor  cars  to 

be  disposed  of  on  our  tips.  The  existing  scrap  value  of  motor  cars 

presents  difficult  problems  of  disposal,  and  local  scrap  dealers  do  not  find 
it  econctnical  to  handle  v/orn  out  vehicles. 
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HOUSING. 


Seventeen  Houses  were,  at  the  end  of  19^9,  classified  as  unfit  for 
habitation,  one  of  these  being  vacant,  and  two  used  for  storage  purposes. 

Ten  of  these  properties  are  in  Conservation  Areas,  and  following  consult- 
ation with  the  County  Planning  Authority,  any  further  action  has  been  deferred, 

D.tPRO'VMENT  GR/JOTS  - HOUSING  ACTS,  1949  - 39. 

Since  the  implementation  of  the  Inprcvanent  Grants,  i07  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  have  so  far  been  approved,  twelve  schemes  involving 
thirteen  dvrellings  being  approved  during  1969* 

The  policy  of  the  Council  is  to  encourage  applications  for  Discretionary 
Grants  from  owners  of  sub-standard  properties  capable  of  repair  and  improvement, 
to  improve  the  property  by.  ' means  of  an  improvement  grant.  The  majority  of 
applications  so  far  received  have  been  in  respect  of  owner  occupied  houses. 

The  Council  makes  a Discretionary  Grant  tov/ards  the  improvement  of  all 
sub-standard  properties,  and  for  conversion  of  other  buildings  into  houses, 
ether  cases  are  considered  on  their  merits. 

There  has  been  continued  progress  in  respect  of  Standard  Grant  applications. 
21  were  approved  in  1959,  49  in  196G,  63  in  19^1,  4^-  each  in  19^2  and  19^3,  34 
in  1964,  49  in  19^5,  36  in  1966,  25  in  1967,  nnd  35  each  in  1968  and  1969. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  435  houses  of  reasonable  condition  have  nov/ 
been  provided  'v/ith  modern  amenities  by  having  a hot  water  supply,  separate 
bathroom,  and  inside  water  closet,  and  the  necessary  repairs  to  the  property 
carried  out.  Houses  not  having  these  necessary  amenities  will,  in  the 

forseeable  future,  become  iinfit  property.  Some  22%  of  dwellings  in  the 

area  have  had  applications  approved  for  grant  aid  towards  the  cost  of 
modernisation*  It  has  not  been  thought  necessaiy  to  implement  any  area 

improvement  schemes

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

Hoiasing  conditions  generally  are  reasonably  good,  but  there  are  scattered 
throughout  the  district  a number  of  sub-standard  properties,  mainly  eighteenth 
centixiy  tenanted  cottages  on  a low  rental. 

The  principal  defects  are  those  inherent  in  this  particiilar  type  of  dwelling 
- dampness,  perished  plasterwork,  nat\iral  light  deficienqy-,  and  lack  of  modern 
amenities.  There  is  fortunately,  a demand  for  cottages  in  this  rural  area, 
and  purchasers  are  prepared  to  carry  out  extensive  repair  and  improvement  works. 


0VERCR0.VDING. 

" Overcrowding*'  as  to  mixed  sexes  in  families,  not  irvolving  legal  over- 
crowding has  been  fairly  common  in  two-bedroomed  houses,  but  is  gradually 
being  reduced,  and  is  not  a significant  problem  in  this  area. 


D.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
SUPERVISION  OF  FOCD  HYGIENE, 

75  routine  and  special  inspections  were  made  of  meat,  fish,  and  other 
food  shops  \ander  the  Food  Hygiene  Reg\alations , 

Advice  was  given  as  necessary  and  various  works  of  in^^rovement  initiated. 

These  consisted  principally  of  the  instillation  of  requisite  washing 
facilities,  and  of  counter  and  shelf  fittings  designed  to  prevent  the 
contamination  of  food. 

ICE  CREAM. 

Four  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufactiire  of  Ice  Cream,  and  29 
for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream, 

Ten  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  dxiring  the  year,  and  instructions  and 
advice  given  to  persons  engaged  in  the  manufacture  where  appropriate, 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  responsibility  for  control  and  supervision  of  milk  production  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  with  the  local 
authority  responsible  only  for  the  public  health  aspects  of  milk  distribution,

There  are  currently  three  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  within  the 
district;  t\*'0  small  retail  slaughterho\ascs  and  one  vdaolesaie  slaughterhouse.
